4, I have read and understood the above-captioned application by Tony Cranfbrd, 
including claims 2 4 6, 9, 11-20. 22, 23, 25-29 and 33-35. contained therein ("the 
invention*). The subject matter therein falls within my area of expertise. 

5. 1 have read and understood the cited reference U.S. Patent No. 6,450,500 to Miller. 
The subject matter therein falls within my area of expertise. 

6. I have read and understood the cited reference U.S. Patent No. 5,772.211 to 
Nazarayan eta). The subject matter therein falls within my area of expertise. 

7. My reading of Miller in view of Nazarayan is that these references do not teach or 
suggest to one sidled in the art, the auxiliary game claimed in the present invention. 
That is, combining the teachings of Miller with Nazarayan does not teach or suggest at 
least the features of selection of a dealer hand characteristic for the auxiliary game is 
received from each of the at least one player from which the selection to participate in 
the auxiliary game portion is optionally received form each of the at least one player, 
wherein a selection of a dealer hand characteristic for the auxiliary game is received 
from each of the at least one player from which the selection to participate in the 
auxiliary game portion is received, wherein the dealer hand characteristic is selected 
from a group consisting of at (east two of the dealer hand being all red. the dealer hand 
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being all black, the dealer hand totaling an even number, the deafer hand totaling an 
odd number, the dealer hand consisting of to cards, the dealer hand consisting of 
three cards, the dealer hand consisting of four cards, the dealer's hand consisting of five 
cards, the dealer's hand consisting of six cards, as claimed in daint 14 nor similar 
features as claimed in the other claims.
